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Week of Prayer for Christian Unity, January 1958 


The Commission on Faith and Order of the World Council of Churches has sent 
out its annual request for prayer during the week January 18 —- 25. 


Preparations for the celebration of this world-wide week of intercession 
for unity according to the will of Christ have included the distribution of 
literature to the World Council's 169 member churches and to correspondents in 
60 countries. Altogether 56,900 copies of the 1958 leaflet have been printed 
in English, French and German. The call to prayer and suggested forms of inter- 
cession for each day will be used by the church press, broadcasters and local 
groups. In.some countries the material is printed locally in other languages. 


The introduction to the 1958 celebration says: "The very act of Christian 
prayer is an act of unity. For it presupposes that Christians pray, according 
to the guidance of their Lord, ‘Our Father'. In spite of all the divisions and 
separations between Christians, their common 'Our Father' rises to affirm the 
deeper truth of their existence - 'One Lord, one faith, one baptism, one God and 
Father of us all, who is above all and through all and in all'. 


"It is not only the words 'Our Father' which are so rich in suggesting the 
kind of unity which our Lord's Prayer involves. Hach petition leads us into 
God's presence and at the same time each leads us into unity by revealing the 
source of Christian unity, the means for nurturing that unity, the ways of ex- 
pressing it, and the ultimate hope with which Christian unity is crowned. 
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"Bach year during the period January 18 - 25, Christians of many churches 
and confessions and in all parts of the world join together in praying for unity. 
The order for this Week of Prayer in 1958 is based on the Lord's Prayer, and is 
intended for either corporate or private devotion." 


United prayer for Christian unity at Whitsunday each year has been encour- 
aged by the Faith and Order Commission since 1920. In 1941 the observance was 
transferred to the third week of January. It now coincides with the season 
adopted by the group surrounding the late Abbé Paul Couturier of lyon, France, 
since 1935. The Abbé proposed that divided Christians should pray together for 
“our Lord to grant to His Church on earth that peace and unity which were in His 
mind and purpose when, on the eve of His passion, He prayed that all might be one" 
The idea was quickly accepted by non~Roman Catholics as an improvement ow the more 
customary Roman Catholic formula for intercession at this time of the year, which 
asks for the return of divided Christians to the See of Rome, The Abbé Couturi- 
er's suggestion is also officially approved by his owm church.

US Churches Make Thanksgiving Appeal for Needy 


(New York) - A nation-wide Thanksgiving appeal was made in the United States be- 
tween November 17 and 30 to raise money to send food and clothing abroad and to 
support institutions and projects in needy areas around the world. 


On behalf of thirty-five churches, Church World Service, relief arm of the 
National Council of the Churches of Christ in the USA, launched the Share-Our- 
Surplus appeal. 


Goal for the 1957-58 programme is a million dollars, the cost of distributing 
300 million pounds of surpluses, valued at $40 million. By the end of 1958 
approximately a billion pounds of US government surpluses will have been distri- 
buted free since the beginning of the 50S programme in 1954. 


American Roman Catholics, through the traditional "Bishops' Thanksgiving 
Clothing Collection", responded to an appeal for ten million pounds of clothing, 
minimum needs in overseas areas ministered to by the Catholic Relief Services of 
the National Catholic Welfare Conference. 


At the same time, the United Jewish Appeal Emergency Rescue Fund sought aid 
to maintain resettlement programmes and other projects for nearly half a million — 
refugees. E.P.S., Geneva 


Lutheran Leaders Visit Hungary 


Two leaders of the Iutheran World Federation in Geneva have reported on a 
six-day visit to Hungary to confer with the Lutheran churches and government 
Serio1ra.s. Dr. Carl E. Llund-Quist, the Federation's Executive Secretary, was 
accompanied by the director of the IWF's Department of Theology, Dr. Vilmos Vajta, 
formerly a pastor in Hungary. 


Dr. Lund-Quist toured "minority" congregations in the Southern part of Hun- 
gary with Bishop Lajor Ordass, presiding bishop of the lutheran Church and a vice- 
president of the Lutheran world body. Dr. Vajta travelled to his home town and 
to congregations where he served sixteen years ago. Both reported churches 
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crowded to overflowing. According to Dr. Vajta, "the awakening of the Church, 
which began in the thirties, has today produced living congregations". 


In Budapest the two visitors conferred with Mr. Janos Horvath, president 
of the state office for Church Affairs, and were assured that Bishop Ordass would 
be able to carry out his responsibilities as first vice-president of the Lutheran 
World Federation, a post to which he was elected at the LWF's Minneapolis assembly 
in the summer of 1957. 


A survey of the distribution of material relief supplies sent to Hungary by 
lutheran churches round the world revealed efficient packing of individual packages 
for pastors and congregations by a team of about twenty-five volunteer workers. 

The supplies have included layettes for presentation to 3,000 babies on the occa- 
sion of their baptism. 


An increase in the number of theological students this autumn has created a 
shortage of space for housing and lectures. Up to six students share one room, 
and library facilities have had to be converted into bedrooms. E.P.S., Geneva 


Russian Archbishop Tells Yugoslavs About USSR Church 


In an interview during the recent visit to Yugoslavia of the Patriarch Alex- 
ius of Iloscow (see EPS No. 35), Archbishop Boris of Odessa, a member of the Pat- 
riarch's group, described problems posed by property, financing and the anti-God. | 
movement in the USSR. 


Asked why the government of the Soviet Union had not yet handed back church 
buildings needed by the Patriarchate, Archbishop Boris said the Church had no way 
of maintaining them. “Before the revolution", he said, "the government kept them 
up, but now the Church must pay all the expenses itself. The Church's income is 
exclusively drawn from the sale of candles at two roubles. The money we get per-— 
mits us to keep the Patriarchate going as well as the bishoprics and our theologi- 
cal seminaries." 


Among the churches not restored are those in the Kremlin, Leningrad and St. 
Sophia in Kiev. They are at present used as museums. 


The archbishop explained that the journey of the Patriarch's delegation to 
Yugoslavia had been financed out of normal Ghurch income. 


Questioned about a recent nation-wide congress on problems of atheism in 
Moscow, Archbishop Boris said he had "never heard of such a conference" (it was 
reported in the Soviet press). He agreed that there was a quest for new "life 
formulas" among the younger generation in Russia. "The Church has always been 
with our people", he said. "Therefore she knows what our young men and women 
seek. Happiness finds its roots in freedom and truth, in the truth of God, which 
is as powerful as the sun. You cannot hide it with your hand." E.P.S., Geneva 


Japan Christian Council Protests Against Sunday Movies for Children 


(Karuizawa) - The National Christian Council of Japan has protested against a 
government proposal that they say would "seriously impair Sunday school attendance - 
throughout the nation", 


Last month newspapers reported that the government Ministry of Education is 
concerned because, it says, Japanese school children attend many poor films. As 
an alternative, the Ministry has suggested that recommended films be shown in local 
theatres throughout the country every Sunday morning, and that school children be 


encouraged to attend. 
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The Executive Board of the National Christian Council has submitted a state- 
ment to the Ministry of Education, outlining the Church's concern and explaining 
the importance of the Sunday school programme for children of the Church.

Polish lutherans Facing Problems 


Membership in the Lutreran Church of Poland has dropped from more than a 
miilion in 1959 to about 200,000 in 1957. 


Pastor Mogens Zevthen, secretary for minority churches in the Department of 
World Service of the Lutheran World Federation, attributed the falling off to the 
flight, expulsion or resettlement of most of the German-speaking population. 
Pastor Zeuthen, recently returned from a three-week visit to Poland, travelled in 
all parts of the country, and reported that churches are scattered and over-worked 
pastors often have to care for three or four parishes, Low salaries for pastors 
make them turn to othe work to supplement their income. 


The Lutheran World Federation hopes to aid the Polish Iutherans. Pastor 
Zeuthen, who was 2ccompanicd by Pastor Daniel Cederberg, of Sweden, was told by 
the head of the government's Department of Church Affairs that aid from abroad was 
"s matter of life and ceath" for the church, and that help from the IWF would reach 
the church if sent through "church channels". B.P.S., Geneva 


First United Congregation Mstablished in New Guinea 


(Darwin) - The United Church of North Australia, a regional cooperative grouping 
of Methodists, Presbyterians and Congregationalists, has established its first 
congregation in Port Moresby, Papua, New Guinea. Other local experiments exist 
in the towns of Darwin and alice Springs on the Australian mainland. The setting 
up of the combined churches has been undertaken with the backing and approval of 
the national conferences and assemblies of the three denominations. 


According to the superintendent of the Australian Presbyterian Church's 
Inland Mission, the Rev. Fred McNay, the new Port Moresby congregation "is being 
hailed throughout Australia as a further indication of the mood of alert Christians 
in-the north toward a common 'togetherness' in their service to the people"

A Special Report 


Five Years' Hard Labour for Pastor Siegfried Schmutzler 
Found guilty of "inciting to boycott" 


After seven months in prison pending enquiries, Dr. Siegfried Schmutzler 
(student chaplain at leipzig) has been condemned to five years' hard labour by 
the Leipzig Court of Justice. He was charged with "inciting to boycott". The 
sentence was formulated by the state Prosecutor, and accepted by the court. 


Pastor Schmutzler was accused of "criminal offences under Article 6 of the 
Constitution". According to this Article, "inciting to boycott democratic insti- 
tutions and organisations" is "a criminal offence, as defined by the Legal Code". 
Anyone who has been punished for crimes of this kind will be permanently excluded 
from public service and from all positions of responsibility in economic or social 
life. He loses his right to vote or stand for office. 


Reports from hast Germany say that Dr. Schmutzler was not condemned as a 
pastor, but as "a citizen of the German Democratic Republic" who had infringed 
the laws of the state. In evidence it was stated that there are no state-recog- 
nised student chaplains in the universities in the German Democratic Republic. 
Dr. Schmutzler was described as "third pastor at the Peterskirche, Leipzig". 
However, the Kast Berlin pro-government Christian paper, "Neue Zeit", states that 
this trial was not directed against the Church or Christians as a whole. 


According to the summing-up of the state Prosecutor in the Schmutzler trial, 
the evidence proved that the accused was guilty of activities against the state 
and against the social order of East Germany. In the reports on the trial pub-— 
lished in the press in Hast Germany and East Berlin, mention is made of "systematic 
agitation and sedition against the German Democratic Republic", "stirring up the 
students and workers with inflammatory speeches", "the misuse of his position in 
the church", "founding a whole network of illegal groups, ‘circles for the study 
of social ethics' ‘and 'students' study groups', etc.". 


Dr. Schmutzler was charged especially with being in close contact with at 
least six of the Evangelical Academies in Western Germany and with “reactionary 
church circles in Western Germany which instructed him to spread propaganda for 
the policy of NATO and to form illegal organisations for that purpose". He was 
also said to have sent students to Evangelical Academies in Western Germany. 


These charges against Dr. Schmutzler were accompanied by warnings in the East 
German press addressed to the leaders of the Hast German churches. "Neue Zeit" 
(published in East Berlin) describes the sentence passed on Dr. Schmutzler as "a 
serious challenge to the Evangelical church leaders in the German Democratic Repub- 
lic concerning their attitude to our state and its legality". "Neue Zeit" goes 
on to say that the sentence is also directed against "the reactionary forces in 
the churches". The "Frankfurter Allgemeine’ Zeitung" (co West Gérman daily) is of 
the opinion that the charges against Dr. Schmutzler "were only far-fetched excuses" 
to break up the student Christian groups, after condemning one of their chaplains. 
The Hamburg paper, "Die Welt", writes that some time ago pressure was brought to 
bear on the Church of Saxony to remove Dr. Schmutzler from his position as student 
chaplain. In this case the accusations against him would have been dropped. 

The demand was, of course, rejected by the Church. 


Dr. Schmutzler was arrested seven months ago because he had spoken in a fac- 
tory in a suburb of Leipzig against Sunday work during church-time. 


After the verdict against Dr. Schmutzler, Bishop Otto Dibelius of Berlin 
said, "I am most deeply troubled. I cannot believe that this is to be the final 
verdict on a man of such fine character as Pastor Schmutzler." 
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Bishop Hanns Lilje of Hanover said: "The staged trial against Dr. Siegfried 
Schmutzler, student chaplain in Leipzig, seems to be the first thrust forward in 
a concentrated attack on the Evangelical Church in the German Democratic Republic. 
A state which punishes one of its citizens with several years' hard labour without 
being able to prove any 'crime' other than relations with the Evangelical Academies, 
and statements about Sunday observance and similar matters which would not be re- 
garded as punishable offences in any civilised country in the world, such a state 
can no longer claim to be regarded as founded on justice. The statements made 
by Pastor Schmutzler were simply interpretations of the Third Commandment and of 
other basic Christian convictions. A state which takes such drastic measures 
against Christian statements of this kind has admitted that it intends to persecute 
the Church mercilessly." 


"There is a connection between this and all the propaganda against Church 
leaders", continues Bishop Lilje's statement. "Because the Church provides spiri- 
tual care for the members of the armed forces (as is its duty), it is charged with 
being subservient to NATO, which is grotesque. More and more pressure is being 
brought to bear upon Christian parents to let their children take part in the 
"Youth Dedication". he intention is to enforce brutally the monopoly of the 
materialist world-view. That spells the end of religious liberty. By condemning 
this attitude we align ourselves with all who respect human dignity. We assure 
the churches in their depression, and their pastors, that we remember them con- 
stantly in our intercessions and commend them to the protection of Almighty God." 


Professor Helmut Thielicke, of Hamburg, has described the character of Dr. 
Schmutzler as follows: "... He was completely sober and level-headed in his work. 
He expected the students in his group to make their decisions without compromise. 
In this he always gave a lead. He sought opportunities for personal encounter 
and direct debate with the Communists, and he was feared because he knew Marxism— 
Leninism thoroughly. He did not simply draw a dividing-line between Marxists and 
Christians. He sought out the lost, and those who had taken the wrong way. He 
did not hate his opponents, but grieved over the victims of a great corruption." 


Referring to events leading up to the trial of Pastor Schmutzler, Professor — 
Thielicke writes: "We, his friends, were worried to know how he would stand the 
long months in prison. He was not allowed to see his wife, nor any legal adviser. 
I had an interview with one of the high officials in the Govermment of East Germany 
and urged him to see that this injustice came to an end. Although he appeared 
friendly, he could do nothing to help. Nothing punishable could be discovered, 
and the leaders of his Church were given to understand that if they removed him 
from his position as student chaplain, the trial would-be called off." 


Professor Theodor Litt of Bonn, recalling Dr. Schmutzgler's role under the 
Nazi régime, said: "He belonged to the closest circle of those students who gave 
me the most reliable support in resisting the ideology of the Third Reich. Se) 
I know that few people are as true to their convictions and as courageous in pro- 
claiming them as he. I guarantee that he would categorically refuse to abandon 
one jot of his Christian convictions, and that he would never degrade his faith 
by misusing it to camouflage political intrigues." 


"Neue Zeit" reports that Bishop Gottfried Noth of Saxony attended the trial, 
together with two of his Church office-bearers. 


The News Bulletin published in Stuttgart by the German Student Christian 
Movement states that since June another student chaplain, Martin Giersch of Jena, 


has been in custody, together with ten East German students.

In particular, that supreme unity, which comes only from 
above, may be granted unto us. 


Daily Intention: Remembrance of those suffering through racial, national 
and other human divisions and those striving for social justice in all parts of 
the world. 


Collect: O God, who has made all those that are born again in Christ to 
be a royal and priestly race, grant us both the will and power to do what Thou — 
commandest; that Thy people who are called to eternal life may have the same 
faith in their hearts, and the same piety in their actions; through Jesus Christ © 
our Lord. 


Fourth Day: THY WILL BE DONE IN EARTH, AS IT IS IN HEAVEN 


Thou who hast declared unto us the mystery of Thy will, to gather together 
in one all things in Christ, both which are in heaven and which are on earth; 
confirm us, O Lord, to that holy will of Thine, and make us all one in Thee. 


Seripture Reading: Col. 1: 9 - 28. 


Meditation: That as in heaven, so on earth, God's will may be done 
In our lives: by following the Servant 
In the Church: by witness to the truth 
In the world: by the establishment of justice 
In particular, that heavenly unity which comes only from 
above, may be granted unto us. 


Daily Intention: Remembrance of laymen seeking to do God's will in homes 
and factories, in fields and offices, and in all the ordinary paths of life. 


Collect: O God of love, O Giver of concord, who hast given one counsel — 
for our profit, with a new commandment, through Thine only-begotten Son, that we 
should love one another, even as Thou didst love us, the unworthy and the wander- 
ing, and gavest Thy beloved Son for our life and salvation; we pray Thee, Lord, 
give to us Thy servants, in all time of our life on the earth (but especially and 
pre-eminent ly now) , a mind forgetful of past ill-will, a pure conscience and sin- 
cere thoughts, and a heart to love our brethren. 


Fifth Day: GIVE US THIS DAY OUR DAILY BREAD AND FORGIVE US OUR TRESPASSES, AS ! 
WE FORGIVE THEM THAT TRESPASS AGAINST Us 


Thou in whom we being many are one Bread and one Body: grant that we being 
all partakers of that one Bread, may day by day be more and more one in Thee. 


Thou who didst say, Father "forgive them", for those who were rending Thy 
blessed body, forgive us the many things we have done to mar the unity of Thy, 
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mystical Body and make us, forgiving and loving one another, to be more and more 
one in Thee. 


Scripture Reading; John 13: 1 - 17. 


Meditation: That forgiveness may be expressed 
In our lives: by power to forgive others 
In the Church: by humility in the quest for unity 
In the world: by freedom from bitterness against 
injustice 
In particular, that redemptive unity, which comes only from 
above, may be granted unto us. 


Daily Intention; Remembrance of our enemies as God's children. 


Collects In Thy mercy and majesty, O Lord, behold Thy household, that 
they may be neither stained with vices of their own, nor held in bondage by the 


sins of others; but being ever freed and cleansed from both, they may do service 
unto Thee. 


Sixth Day: AND LEAD US NOT INTO TEMPTATION 


As Thou didst enable Thine apostles to continue with Thee in Thy temptations, 
so enable us by Thy grace to abide with Thee in Thy true Church under all trials, 
visible and invisible, nor ever cease from being one in Thee. 


weripturesReading: _ Hebrews; 4: 143. 5: 29, or luke 4:°-1.— 144% 


Meditation: That in the face of temptation we may be granted 
In our lives: patience 
In the Church: wisdom 
In the world: order 
In particular that saving unity, which comes only from 
above, may be granted unto us. 


Daily Intention: Remembrance of churches undergoing temptation and per- 
secution for their faith. 


Collects Jesus our Master, do Thou meet us while we walk in the way, 
and long to reach the heavenly country; so that following Thy light, we may keep 
the way of righteousness, and never wander away into the horrible darkness of this 
world's night, while Thou, who art the Way, the Truth and the Life, art shining 
within us. 


Seventh Day: BUT DELIVER US FROM EVIL 


From the enemy and false accuser; from envy and grudging: from an unquiet 
and discontented spirit: from heresy and schism: from strife and debate: from 
a scornful temper, and reliance on our own understanding: from offence given or 
taken: and from whatever might disturb Thy Church, and cause it to be less one 
in Thee: 

Good Lord, deliver and preserve Thy servants for ever. 


Scripture Reading: John 14: 15 - 26. 


Meditation: That the Lord's prayer for unity may be fulfilled 
In our lives: in health 
In the Church: in wholeness 
In the worlds in peace 
In particular, that comforting unity, which comes only from 
above, may be granted unto us. 


Daily Intention: Remembrance of the reality of the evil powers in the 
world and the Lordship of Jesus Christ. 
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Collect: We beseech Thee, 0 Lord, to guide Thy Church with Thy perpetual 
governance, that it may walk warily in times of quiet, and boldly in times of 
trouble, through our Lord. 


Eighth Day: FOR THINE IS THE KINGDOM AND THE POWER AND THE GLORY, FOR EVER AND 
EVER, AMEN. 


O benignant King of ages and Master of all creation, receive Thy Church 
approaching Thee through Christ; fulfil for each of us what is good for him; 
bring us all to perfection, and make us meet for the grace of Thy sanctification, 
uniting us together in Thy Holy Church, which Thou hast purchased with the pre- 
cious blood of Thine only begotten Son, our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ; with 
whom, and with Thine all holy, good and life-giving Spirit, Thou are blessed and 
glorified for ever. 


Scripture Reading; llatthew 28: 16 — 20. 


Meditation: That the power of God may manifest itself throughout the whole 
earth 
In our lives: through joy 
In the Church: through mission 
In the world: through renewal 
In particular, that glorious unity, which comes only from 
above, may be granted unto us. 


Daily Intention: Remembrance of the call of the Church to preach the Gospel 
to all creatures and to the ends of the world, and thankfulness for those faithful 
to that call. 


Collects 0 God, who art rich in mercy to all, O Father of glory, who 
madest Thy Son to be a Light to the Gentiles, to proclaim redemption to the cap- 
tives and sight to the blind; do Thou, who by Christ art bounteous in compassion, 
grant them remission of sins, and a portion among the saints through faith. 
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
